ORANGE AND BLACK 1940 


OFFICIALS INDICATE NEW 
COLOR COMBINATION, 
PERMANENT PLATE NOT 
FAVORED; REBATE ON 
PLATES TURNED IN BE¬ 
FORE JANUARY 10th NEXT 


Alberta’s motor license col¬ 
ors for the next year, opening 
on April 1, 1940, likely will be 
orange on black, the first color 
combination of that kind adopt¬ 
ed for this province. It has bee^ 
used in Saskatchewan and oth¬ 
er provinces with good results. 

This will mean that the num¬ 
erals and letters will be of or- 
mge color, with a black back¬ 
ground. 

This year s colors were alum¬ 
inum on black, and this also has 
been satisfactory, but even bet- 
tei results are expected from 
next year’s colors. 

Adoptio n of a permanent col¬ 
or combination is not likely tv) 
be carried out in this province, 
though some states south op¬ 
erate this system. 

Officials of the provincial sec¬ 
retary’s department report that 
there are strong prospects of 
car registrations in the current 
license year beaking all records. 

At last reports the total re 
gistiations for passenger cars 
and motor trucks was 193,512. 
just slightly behind the total 
for the whole of the previous 
year. 

License rebates will be made 
up to Jan. 10. next if plates 
eithei for passenger ears oi 
motoi trucks are turned in be 
foe that date. The rebate will 
lie 20 per cent of the annual 
license fee. Last year about 
S50,000 was paid out to motor¬ 
ists in rebates after they had 
turned in their license plates.

WEEKLY LETTER 


FALLOW vs. NON-FALLOW 


Duiing recent years a lew 
careful wheat farmers in the 
moderately dry areas oi south¬ 
ern Alberta have discontinued 
summer-fallowing and are grow 
ing wheat continuously on Uieir 
dry land wheat farms. They 
have met with fair success, es¬ 
pecially in the last few years 
and this has caused a number 
of famers to consider abandon¬ 
ing summer-fallowing if one 
can judge by the inquiries re¬ 
ceived at this Station for in¬ 
formation regarding yields on 
land where grain lias been 
grown continuously for a num¬ 
ber of years. These farmers 
were interested not only in 1 ho 
actual yields secured but in ad¬ 
dition they wash t 0 know what 
might be expected if the same 
field was planted to grain every 
yenr for a long time. 

Fortunately the need for such 
information was anticipated 
many years ago and in 1912 a 
field at this Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Station was set aside to 
be seeded to wheat each yea:’. 
Alongside this field are two more 
of the same size where summer- 
fallow and wheat have been al¬ 
ternated. These fields have re¬ 
ceived their respective treat¬ 
ments for 28 years and the av¬ 
erage yield per acre fop l hat 
period has been 11.6 bushels on 
the field that produced wheat 
continuously each year & from 
wheat planted on summer-fall¬ 
ow on the adjoining field 25.0 
bushels per acre. This year the 
yield on the continuous wheat 
field was 10.8 bu shels and the 
yield on the summer-fallow was 
33.3 bushels. For the lost three 
years when weeds were not an 
important factor, the average 
yield on these two fields has 
been 14.2 bushels per acre on 
the field planted every year and 
25.2 bushels for the grain plant 
ed on summer-fallow. It will I e 
noted that in both the long¬ 
time average and during the 
last three years the summer- 
fallow has produced almost 
twice as much as the continuous 
wheat. 'It is perhaps needless 
t n state that no manure or fer¬ 
tilizers of any kind has ever 
been applied to these part’ular 
fields. 

The factor of yield is not the 
only one to consider. Obviously 
the elimination of the summer- 
fallow would greatlv reduce the 
danger of soil-drifting and (n 


loose top clay or sandy soils 
f his is extremely important. In 
fact, it is so important on sandy 
soils in drier ureas that there is 
liHi, question that such lands 
should not be summer-fallowed. 
Another factor is that of weed 
control. Some farmers who are 
raising wheat continuously have 
succedcd in keeping their farms 
quite dean. J lie field on the 
Experimental Station that has 
been seeded to wheat every year 
became contaminated with wild 
oats at one time lind the prac¬ 
tice of delayed seeding waa fol¬ 
lowed for four years which met 
the situation. A patch of Can¬ 
ada. thistle, also established 
itself and it was necessary to 
black fallow for two years in 
succession this patch in the 
field to eradicate the thistle. In 
recent years onl v surface culti¬ 
vation has been practiced on 
ibis field and the crop has re¬ 
mained comparatively clean. 

The relative cost of produc¬ 
ing a bushel of wheat with fall¬ 
ow and non-fallow larming 
would likely vary with each in¬ 
dividual farmer, depending on 
moisture conditions, the equip¬ 
ment he has, the amount of 
land he must farm and the seas¬ 
onal distribution oi his labor. 
Where binders are used the 
cost and difficulty of harvesting 
low-yielding crops is an import¬ 
ant reason for growing wheat 
only on fallow but where com¬ 
bining i s practiced, the factor 
of harvesting is not nearly so 
important. Actually the co^t c-f 
pioducing a bushel of wheat 
with continuous cropping or 
with fallowing may be found to 
be so nearly the same that soil 
erosion and weed and insect 
pest control may become the de¬ 
ciding’ factors i n determining 
the use or non-use of the fallow. 

Already soil drifting has cans 
i d a number who are located on 
difficult soils, tfj grow j. crop 
every year for soil protection. 
Weed control, however, may be¬ 
come decidedly more difficult i( 
fallowing is abandoned especially 
if persistent perennials establish 
themselves. This is a factor 
that may l>e much more import¬ 
ant than is now realized 0 nd 
should be given serious consid¬ 
eration before a deck ion is made 
to discontinue the use ol the 
fallow.
